Fact to tell, 
they are not at all famous for 
keeping clean! 

The Indians travel about the 
rivers in the crude boats known 
as “dugout canoes.“ They also 
employ small craft made fron 
tree bark. 


The men earn their living al- 


ing. Often they use the bow and 
arrow to shoot fish in the water. | 
They carry blowpipes through the | 
forest, and bring down birds ana 
monkeys with poison-tipped darts. | 

Indian women of British Guiana 
sow seeds and care for crops 
They raise sweet potatoes and 
corn, but their most important 
garden product is the cassava | 
plant | 

Cassava is as important to 
those Indians as wheat is to us, | 
or rice to the Chinese. The root 
is the part which supplies food. 
and it is poisonous. 

At some time in the past, the 
fact was learned that cooking and 
other treatment will destroy the 
potson in the cassava root. It then 
becomes fit to eat. The pulp is 
grated and spread on a hot stone, 
where it is cooked as a “pancake.” 

Here is another point about cas 
sava. Starch taken from the root 
is turned Into tapioca. Much of
